Building  a  Safer  Neighborhood 


At  the  June  GPA  meeting,  representatives  of  SF 
SAFE  will  be  on  hand  to  discuss  growing  concerns 
about  safety  in  our  homes  and  on  the  streets  of  Glen 
Park  ~  especially  for  seniors  and  young  people. 
This  is  YOUR  opportunity  to  learn  about  how 
'SAFE  blocks'  work,  and  to  get  the  information 
you'll  need  to  get  your  block  organized.  You'll  also 
learn  about  SAFE'S  Child  Safety  Program,  the 
Youth  Court,  and  other  projects  SAFE  has  devel- 
oped to  abate  crime  in  our  neighboriioods. 

SAFE'S  methods  empower  communities  and  indi- 
viduals. Rather  than  depending  on  others  to  solve 
problems,  neighbors  learn  how  to  do  it  themselves. 
What's  more,  active  SAFE  blocks  invariably  report  a 
sense  of  caring  and  concern  for  each  other  is  built 
and  fostered,  overcoming  the  isolation  that  city  life 
can  breed.  So  crime  abatement  is  only  one  of  the 
many  good  reasons  to  learn  more  about  SAFE'S 
programs. 

A  special  feature  at  the  June  meeting  will  be  in- 
formation about  McGruff  House  (see  article,  p.  8), 
and  how  you  can  take  part  in  this  caring  effort  to 
make  streets  safer  for  children  and  young  people. 

Attending  from  SAFE  will  be  Pat  Bell,  whom 
many  of  you  may  remember  from  several  years  ago 
when  she  helped  organize  blocks  during  the  infa- 
mous 'Glen  Park  Hot  Prowler'  crisis.  Also  sched- 
uled to  participate  is  Pam  Matsuda,  SAFE'S  coordi- 
nator for  the  McGruff  House  program. 

Increasingly  our  neighborhood  is  feeling  the 
fallout  from  illegal  drug  use,  particularly  in  the 
Village  area  because  it  is  a  'transit  crossroads'.  It's 


been  proven  time  and  time  again  that  neighborhoods 
who  do  not  mobilize  experience  worse  problems 
than  those  who  do.  But  if  we  act  now,  and  to- 
gether, we  can  reduce  the  impact  of  that  fallout  ~ 
and  maybe  even  turn  it  around.  It  all  begins  with 
you. 

If  you  attend  no  other  GPA  meeting,  this  is  one 
you  and  your  children  cannot  afford  to  miss.

Because  a  few  more  residents  of  Glen  Park  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  planting  trees  in  our  neigh- 
borhood, we're  going  to  try  again  to  organize  a  tree 
planting  this  summer,  with  the  San  Francisco 
Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest. 

People  who  have  already  contacted  the  Health 
and  Environment  Committee  will  be  contacted  in 
klthe  near  future  for  the  first  of  several  meetings  that 
will  be  necessary  to  move  this  project.  If  we  organ- 
ize a  sufficient  number  of  people  within  a  four-block 
area.  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  will  secure  per- 
mits, cut  concrete,  supply  trees  and  direct  their 
planting,  and  return  a  year  later  to  check  and  prune 
the  trees.

TRAFFIC  SURVEY  RESULTS 

The  results  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Survey  are  in,  and  they  revealed  several  strong  notions  about 
both  subjects.  There  was  also  mixed  data  on  a  couple  of  matters,  which  is  why  we  are  asking  several  of 
the  questions  in  a  different  way  this  issue. 

So  what  do  we  think  about  traffic  in  Glen  Park? 

•  We  strongly  favor  adding  left-turn  lanes  on  both  Diamond  and  Bosworth  Streets 
at  their  intersection. 

•  We  don't  feel  the  need  for  a  stop  light  at  Diamond  and  Chenery  Streets. 

•  We  very  much  want  to  do  something  about  double  parked  trucks. 

•  We  do  not  want  to  change  O'Shaughnessy  Street  to  slow  down  speeders. 

•  Overall,  we  do  not  consider  the  traffic  laws  are  being  adequately  enforced  in 
Glen  Park  (by  almost  2  to  1). 

It  was  in  the  area  of  parking  that  confusion  seemed  to  arise.  As  suspected,  where  a  reponder  lives 
affects  how  they  feel  about  parking.  Generally,  the  closer  a  person  lives  to  the  Village  business  district, 
the  worse  they  find  the  parking  to  be. 

There  was  a  majority  opinion  favoring  setting  25%  of  the  spaces  in  the  BART  lot  for  2-hour  metered 
parking,  as  well. 

Though  70%  of  us  commute  to  work,  only  10%  of  us  regularly  use  public  transportation. 
58%  of  us  do  so  sometimes,  and  31%  rarely  or  never  do. 

At  the  July  GPA  meeting,  we  wiU  have  the  representatives  from  Traffic  Division  and  from  DPW  to 
discuss  these  matters  in  more  detail.  Please  take  a  moment  to  answer  the  questions  below,  and  return  to 
us  hy  July  1.  Thanks  for  your  help.  We  hope  you'll  be  seeing  improvements  within  the  next  few  months.

Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  News 


Good  news!  Superintendent  of  Recreation  Joel 
Robinson  explained  that  the  proposed  budget  for 
fiscal  year  1989-90  does  not  contain  any  closures  of 
facilities  or  service  reductions.  So  we  have  our  Rec 
Center  and  its  superb  programs  for  another  year. 
However,  the  Recreation  Division  must  reduce  its 
budget  by  $150,000. 

Ron  DeLeon  of  Rec  &  Park  is  organizing  a 
project  to  remove  fire  hazards  on  parte  property. 
Remember,  it  is  up  to  all  of  us  to  help  prevent  fires 
in  the  park!  Please!  Do  not  smoke  on  the  trails  and 
do  not  set  off  firecrackers  or  other  fireworks  over 
the  4th  of  July.  And  if  you  see  others  doing  either, 
don't  be  afraid  to  politely  ask  them  not  to.  The 
Friends  have  found  that  if  you  ask  and  explain  why 
it's  important,  people  invariably  do  the  right  thing. 

The  Friends'  Annual  Report  is  out  and  a  copy  is 
available  at  the  library.  We  are  gathering  history  on 
Glen  Canyon  Park  and  hope  to  publish  a  booklet.  If 
you  have  memories  to  share,  send  them  to  Carolyn 
White  at  415  Arlington  Street,  94131. 

Rose  Lovers  Alert! 

Sarah  Glasgow  and  Lorraine  Garrehy,  co- 
chairs  of  the  Neighbortiood  Improvement  Commit- 
tee and  rose  lovers  both,  want  you  to  know  that  June 
is  the  best  month  to  see  some  of  the  old-fashioned 
roses  that  are  planted  around  the  Bay  Area.  Now 
through  November,  you  can  see  the  newer  varieties 
blooming  in  gardens  almost  everywhere,  as  well. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  Golden  Gate  Rose  Garden 
(9th  Ave.  at  Lincoln  Way)  has  mostly  modem 
hybrid  teas  and  grandifloras,  but  some  charming  old

roses,  as  well.  At  the  Presidio,  there  are  old  roses 
planted  throughout  the  grounds,  but  you  have  to 
hunt  for  them.  Stop  at  the  museum  on  Lincoln  for  a 
trail  map. 


Glen  Canyon  Threatened  - 
-  AGAIN! 

A  proposed  development  above  O'Shaughnessy 
Boulevard  has  the  potential  to  negatively  impact  our 
beloved  Glen  Canyon  Park.  The  development  site 
contains  one  of  the  two  remaining  stands  of  native 
plants  in  the  Franciscan  Flora  community  in  our  city 
~  plants  whose  seeds  will  be  vital  in  coming  years 
as  the  canyon's  natural  habitats  are  restored. 

While  the  development  is  relatively  modest  in 
scale  (16-20  homes)  the  site  will  require  substantial 
grading  which  may  drastically  increase  erosion  into 
the  canyon  and  further  damage  Islais  Creek. 

But  threats  to  the  ecosystem  are  not  the  only  con- 
cern. The  potential  erosion  may  also  increase  the 
likelihood  of  increased  flooding  to  the  homes  and 
businesses  lying  in  the  historical  creek  bed.  Para- 
dise and  Bumside  Streets  are  especially  threatened. 

This  development  would  also  build  a  new  street 
out  onto  O'Shaughnessy,  further  aggravating  safety 
problems  apparent  to  those  who  live  nearby.  For 
example,  if  a  person  were  travelling  at  the  speed 
limit  (a  substantial  'if  when  talking  about  O'Shaugh- 
nessy) s/he  would  have  only  4.5  seconds  to  react 
and  stop  if  a  car  were  coming  out  from  this  new 
street. 

The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  were  the  first 
to  oppose  this  development,  and  now  Miraloma 
Park  Association  has  joined  them.  Prior  to  taking  a 
firm  position  and  entering  negotiations,  the  GPA 
has  asked  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  investigate  and 
monitor  the  proposed  development,  and  then  make 
recommendations  to  the  Association  as  a  whole. 

As  we  go  to  press,  Ruth  and  Jim  Gravanis  are 
coordinating  the  first  meeting  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Com- 
mittee, tentatively  scheduled  for  early  June.  If  you 
would  like  to  take  part  in  this  important  effort,  call 
Ruth  or  Jim  at  585-5304  for  additional  information.

The  Park  in  Glen  Park 

Those  of  us  who  fought  long  and  hard  to  save  Glen 
Canyon  Park  from  becoming  part  of  the  Panhandle 
Freeway  look  with  fear  and  concern  upon  proposed 
development  in  Miraloma  Park,  and  worry  about  what 
effect  such  development  would  have  upon  our  park. 

Relative  newcomers  may  take  the  Park  for  granted 
and  assume  it  was  always  here,  and  that  with  the  current 
environmental  spirit,  all  is  weU.  Maybe.  Maybe  not. 
We  almost  lost  most  of  what  is  now  Glen  Canyon  Park. 

In  1962,  the  supervisors  of  San  Francisco  first 
authorized  an  "improvement"  to  O'Shaughnessy  Boule- 
vard ~  widening  the  road  to  four  lanes,  then  nmning  an 
overpass  up  through  the  canyon  and  cutting  many  of  the 
trees.  By  1965  the  residents  of  Glen  Park  had  mounted 
what  seemed  a  never-ending  campaign  known  as  "Save 
Glen  Park". 

The  battle  over  the  park  lasted  close  to  15  years.  We 
had  been  fortunate  enough  to  learn  about  the  plans  in  the 
beginning  and  being  very  determined  individuals  (we 
would  today  be  called  conservationists)  we  bird-dogged 
the  supervisors'  meetings,  wrote  letters  to  editors, 
garnered  support  wherever  we  could.  We'd  get  one  plan 
defeated,  then  another  revised  one  would  pop  up  and  we 
would  go  through  the  whole  process  again.  And  again. 

For  a  while,  we  thought  that  Mr.  Goetz,  then  Chief 
Engineer,  was  just  waiting  to  see  if  the  "Gum  Tree 
Ladies"  would  move  or  lose  interest.  We  did  neither. 
Finally,  Mr.  Goetz  retired,  the  Arabs  cut  off  a  good  deal 
of  our  oil  (making  cars  and  freeways  less  attractive),  and 
preserving  the  environment  became  popular. 

So  the  Park  is  there  today.  But  it  obviously  needs 
constant  watching  lest  it  be  destroyed  bit  by  bit  in  the 
name  of  Progress.

The  McGruff  House 


For  the  past  few  months,  we  have  heard  random 
reports  about  young  people  being  threatened  or  even  at- 
tacked on  our  streets,  especially  in  the  village  area  after 
school.  These  attacks  apparently  are  not  racially  moti- 
vated, nor  are  they  cases  of  'outsiders'  beating  up  on  'our 
kids'.  Rather,  age  and  size  seem  to  matter  most:  12  year 
olds  get  beat  up  by  14  year  olds,  who  get  beat  up  by  16 
year  olds,  who  get  beat  up  by  18  year  olds.  One  young 
man  was  stabbed. 

To  address  this  unacceptable  situation,  the  Merchants 
Association  invited  Pam  Matsuda  from  SF  SAFE  to 
attend  their  May  meeting.  She  explained  a  new  program 
being  set  up  in  our  city,  called  McGruff  House. 
McGruff  House  is  simply  a  safe  spot  for  a  person  — 
usually  a  child,  but  adults  can  use  the  service,  too  ~  to 
go  to  when  he  or  she  faces  a  serious  emergency,  such  as 
an  extortion  attempt.  Several  merchants  have  already 
signed  up  as  participants. 

McGruff  House  will  be  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Merchants  Association  and  the  GPA.  Coordinating  the 
neighborhood  side  of  the  program  is  Toba  Olson. 

What  is  McGruff  House?  The  program  gets  its  name 
from  the  nationally  recognized  symbol  of  crime  preven- 
tion for  young  people,  the  trench-coated  dog  named 
McGruff.  Studies  show  that  nationally  99%  of  all 
children  and  young  people  know  McGruff  and  what  he 
stands  for:  good  kids  know  he's  their  friend,  while 
problem  kids  know  to  cool  it  when  he's  around. 
McGruff  House  was  designed  by  the  National  Crime 


Prevention  Center  in  Washington,  DC,  and  has  operated 
in  cities  around  the  country  for  two  years,  with  great 
success.  Administered  locally  by  SF  SAFE,  Glen  Park 
will  be  the  pilot  neighborhood  for  McGruff  House. 

Participating  in  the  program  involves  a  modest  com- 
mitment. Residents  must  make  an  effort  to  be  home  and 
near  a  window  during  the  hours  when  kids  are  walking 
to  and  from  school  and  bus  stops.  They  agree  to  offer 
emergency  shelter  whenever  a  young  person  needs  help. 
Wanting  a  snack  or  to  use  the  toilet  at  not  emergencies. 
Participants  get  a  short  training  session  on  summoning 
emergency  assistance  in  different  situations,  and  how  to 
best  reassure  the  young  person.  No  heroics  are  called 
for,  simply  common  sense. 

A  Matter  of  Confidence  Understandably,  particu- 
larly with  private  homes,  it  is  vital  for  parents  and  chil- 
dren to  know  that  McGruff  House  participants  are  truly 
trustworthy.  For  that  reason,  volunteers  must  be  finger- 
printed and  have  a  background  check  made  to  ensure 
there  is  no  history  of  child-related  or  sexual  offenses. 

Sign-up  sheets  will  be  available  at  the  June  GPA 
meeting.  If  you  would  like  to  help  Toba  with  setting  up 
and  managing  the  program,  please  speak  to  her  after  the 
meeting.  Other  merchants  interested  in  participating 
should  contact  Val  Matthews  at  Penrose  Properties. 

If  you  are  at  home  most  afternoons,  there  is  no  better 
way  to  make  a  quiet  but  tangible  commitment  to  your 
neighbors,  their  children  and  the  future.
